Simpson. Chief Justice, delivered tho opinion of 
the (iourt— 

Although, as heretofore decided, n separate e.'-late 
in aiiiarrinac, may be erent<*<l by a parol gift, when 
tho title to the pn*perly will pa.*«s without a transfer 
or convcyanco in writing; yet such a gift cannot be 
sustained, unless it be cTearh and distinctly proved 
that it was inaile fur the .“ole and separate use of tbo 
wife to tho exclusion of (he rightsof the husband. 

Declarations aiade by tho husband, ihat a slave be- 
long- to !iis wife w ben the gift was miulc, previous to 
the pa,>‘.'agc of tlie act of l^-lC.fhi not even lend oprc*vc 
that the wife has a .sop.ir.nte estate in tho.dave. Such 
dclnr.ations are often made, merely to point out the 
in inner in which the stave was acquired; and slaves 
given to the wife are frequently called hcDiluves, by 
the husband, iimsmucb as the right aud title to 
thorn came hy her. 

The cluitn of the wife in this case must therefore 
depend upon (he naiuro of the gift as proved by tho 
donor. According to his testimony, the slave was 
given to hiS daughter ns her own properly, and he 
no doubt, ns ho states, intended that the ^lnvo 
should be for the exclusive use and benefit of his 
daughter. Still it wa« nothing more than nn ordin- 
ary gift of a slave by a father to lii.s (laughter; when, 
ns in nil such cjhc«. it was tho intention of the donor 
that the slave should belong to the donee, nnd be for 
her Use and hencHt. 

But such inieution c.nnnnt be allowed to prevail, 
unless the gift be made in such a way n.'< to express 
that intention clearly aid iinequivocnily. In this 
ease the gift was not so made, iind con'^oqiicntly the 
gift to the wife ns made, vested the husband with the 
title to the slave. 

If such proof as is relied on in this case, be suffi- 
cient to creotea separate t"*tn!e in the donee, every 
gift of n slave made by a father to a married daugh* 
terinighr bo Converted into u separate estate; for 
every such donor: could no doubt testify truly that
